ecause her 
house is sur 
rounded on 


three sides by Harold 
Parker State Forest, 
Peggy Keck often 
goes for walks 
through the woods. 
Nearly as often, she 
finds herself picking 
up garbage. 

But she believes 


the 1982 passage of 


the state’s bottle bill 
“made an enormous 
difference” in elimi 
nating some types of 
litter and she now 
wants to see that bill 
expanded to further 
increase recycling, 
she said. 

She’s not alone 
at least according to 
Statistics compiled 
by the Mass- 
achusetts Public 
Interest Research 
Group (MassPIRG). 

In fact, an infor 
mal MassPIRG poll 
in Andover shows 
just over 60 percent 
of Andover residents 
support an expanded 
bottle bill. According 
to MassPIRG, the 
numbers are higher 
Statewide 

The new _ bill 
would expand the 
current bottle bill to 
cover juice, iced tea 
and bottled water 


containers. If passed 
the bill could give 
Massachusetts, one 
of only nine states 
with a bottle bill, the 
second strongest bill 
in the country. 

Oregon has a simi- 
lar bill on its Novem- 
ber ballot. 

With the support 
of the Andover Vil 
lage Improvement 
Society (AVIS), 
MassPIRG represen 
tatives were in 
Andover last Tues- 
day, June 25, trying 
to turn up the heat 
under John O’Brien, 
Andover’s state sena 
tor. The expanded 
bottle bill has been 
tied up in Sen. 
O’Brien’s senate 
energy committee 
for years. 

“The AVIS Board 
of Trustees voted 
unanimously to sup 
port it,” said Ms. 
Keck, an AVIS 
trustee herself. “Lit 
ter is a big problem 
on the AVIS reserva- 
tion as it is” else 
where. 

“We felt an orga 
nization like ours, 
that deals with litter 
constantly on our 
reservations, should 
support the bill.” 

Heather Collis, 
MassPIRG campaign 
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director, said the 
organization wants 
Sen. O’Brien, energy 
committee chair- 
man, to release the 
bill to the more envi- 
ronmentally-friendly 
natural resources 
committee. 


“There was a lot of 


opposition on the 
committee before | 
even came on the 
committee” at the 
beginning of Jan- 
uary 1995, said Sen. 
O’Brien. “I don’t 
think we will release 
that before July 31.” 

Sen. O’Brien list- 
ed possible negative 
economic impacts as 
reasons for delaying 
or voting against the 
deposit expansion, 
but said “I’m not yet 
opposed to the bottle 
bill.” 

“When we heard 
the bill in testimony, 


we heard some very 
good testimony from 
two (Mass.) compa- 
nies — Ocean Spray 
and Very Fine,” said 
Sen. O’Brien. 

Sen. O’Brien also 
said an expanded 
bottle bill could 
cause problems for 
businesses such as 
those in his district, 
that are near enough 
to New Hampshire 
for people to go north 
to buy products. 

Ms. Keck and Ms. 
Collis disputed this 
point. 

“From what we 
have seen (with the 
1982. bill) no. 
There’s no trend, 
there’s no huge evac- 
uation over the bor- 
der,” said Ms. Collis. 
“That’s just rhetoric 
(from businesses) 
that don’t want to be 
part of the solution.” 


Another problem 
is that the expanded 
bottle bill could “cre- 
ate an extra munici- 
pal burden” on tax- 


payers because of 


Andover’s agree- 
ment with the North 
Kast Solid Waste 
Committee, said Sen. 
O’Brien. 

“We guarantee 
them a-— certain 
amount of trash,” 


said Sen. O’Brien. “If 


we don’t meet the 
minimum annual 
tonnage we still have 
to pay for what we 
didn’t bring.” 


“Taking more 
cans and bottles out 
of the waste stream 
is better for the envi- 
ronment and better 
for Massachusetts,” 
said Ms. Collis in 
response. MassPIRG 
is also touting the 
expanded bottle bill 
as a job-maker, as 
more recycling 
plants and_ plant 
workers likely will 
be needed if the bill 
is passed.

‘Snow money 
still frozen

Andover will receive some money from 
the Massachusetts Department of Emer- 
| gency Management for snow plowing after 
two blizzards this past January, but how 
much is still unclear. It may be as much as 
$107,000. 

Federal funds came available after the 
declaration of a snow disaster following 
storms Jan. 7-10 and Jan. 13-15. MEMA’s 
Disaster Recovery office has settled with 
| “practically all” other cities and towns in 
the state that filed claims, according to 
Lorraine Eddy, MEMA spokesperson. But 
Andover is one of the few exceptions. 

“They needed to be revisited” to review 
some documentation, Ms. Eddy said of 
Andover last week. “That was done about 
a month ago.” 

Rod Smith, Andover’s town accountant, 
said the town filed for $107,000. Ms. Eddy 


said that may not be the figure that is 
eventually awarded. The final figure, and 
the payment, may be available this week, 
she said.

The twisting, turning, and 
bouncing of sports like gym- 
nastics traumatize articular 
cartilage, often leading to 
painful lesions and sidelin- 
ing athletes. While the body 
does not naturally regener- 
ate this vital protective bar- 
rier, surgeons have found a 
way to mend it with the 
body’s own tissue. The pro- 
cedure is called “autogenous 
osteochondral grafting” or 
Mosaic Plasty. 

Mosaic Plasty was first 
performed in Hungary in 
1992, but reached the U.S. 
only last December, after Dr. 
Gary Kish, of Portsmouth, 
N.H., learned the technique 
from its Hungarian inven- 
tors. At last week’s meeting 
of the American Orthopedic 
Society for Sports Medicine 
in Orlando, Fla., Dr. Kish 
demonstrated the procedure 
with instruments developed 
by Smith & Nephew 
Endoscopy, of Andover. The 
company’s new Mosaic Plas- 
ty instrument system allows 
other orthopedic surgeons to 
take advantage of this inno- 
vative procedure. 

The new technique har- 
vests cartilage and bone 
“plugs” from the non-weight- 
bearing portion of the upper 
knee. In the same procedure, 
the surgeon then inserts the

“plug” into carefully drilled 
holes in the lesion, much as 
tiles are fitted into a mosaic. 

“We are fascinated by the 
potential of this procedure to 
regenerate cartilage tissue 
once thought difficult to 
repair,” says Smith & Nephew 
president Charles Federico. 
“With the use of our specially 
designed instruments, sur- 
geons are able to repair the 
defect with the patient’s own 
tissue in a single operation 
minimizing patient risk, trau- 
ma, and cost.” 

An alternative therapy 
entails taking cells from the 
undamaged portion of the 
cartilage and cultivating 
these for up to six weeks to 
create a tissue graft. This 
requires a second procedure 
and does not address sub- 
chondral defects. On the oth- 
er hand, Mosaic Plasty uses 
a graft composed of cartilage 
tissue still attached to its 
bony substrate, enabling 
doctors to treat deeper 
lesions. Mosaic Plasty is 
more economical, causes 
less trauma to the joint, and 
only requires one surgery. 

Each year, 650,000 knee 
surgeries are performed to 
repair articular cartilage. 
With the help of 
arthroscopy, articular dam- 
age is easy to diagnose,

PRICE/EARNINGS RATIO 

Stock investors are likely to pay close attention to the price/eamings ratio 
(P/E) published in the daily stock tables because the number is an indication 
of buyer confidence in the stock. The price/earning ratio shows the relationship 
between the stock's price and the company’s earnings for the past four 
quarters. It is calculated by dividing the current price per share by the earnings 
per share (which is a number that the stock table does not provide as a 
separate piece of in formation). A P/E ratio of 20, for example, shows that 
buyers are willing to pay twenty times the current earnings to buy a share of 
stock. The higher the number is, the more unlikely it is that the high prices 
investors pay will be justified by their return. Although there is no ideal ratio 
investors may exercise caution when considering the purchase of a stock that 
has a ratio above a preferred level. Sometimes P/E valuations in the stock 
market in general become too high, and the market stalls or moves downward 
for a time. But such short term circumstances should never deter the serious 
investor from sticking to a long term strategy. Investors who do so are those

Had she talked a few minutes ago to 
Craig Gibson, of Brookfield Road, she 
might have been in a better mood. Mr.

Either I 
take the train that just left or there’s a 
bus that comes in five minutes that 
takes you to Reading,” where he can 
catch the train to Boston, he says.

After riding his bike to the station 
every morning, Mr. Gibson is just one 
of several dozen Andover workers who 
take the commuter rail from either 
Andover or Ballardvale station.

What makes today special?

“Every time I take the train I fall 
asleep. That’s when I usually end up 
going all the way into North Station,” 
she says. “I used to be on the Provi- 
dence line (from Rhode Island to South 
Station) — and I was terrified of falling 
asleep.” 

Because the Andover stop is one of 
the first from Haverhill, Andover com- 
muters typically have the chance to get 
some extra shut-eye. There are almost 
always seats available for them. 

“In the summer, it’s pretty much 
open. You can sit just about anywhere. 
But when it snows heavily, it’s pretty 
crowded. I don’t think I’ve ever had to 
stand,” says Mr. Gibson. 

There are plenty of available seats 
on the train arriving from Boston, too, 
at least by the time it gets to Andover. 

“It’s not as crowded as the train 
going in, but there’s a lot more traffic” 
the first few stops, says Brighton’s 


Martine Voltaire, who works in North 
Andover. 

“T usually carpool with someone and 
they weren’t coming in today. It’s one 
of the only options I have,” said Ms. 
Voltaire, of the commuter rail. 

Hiten Divecha, a Boston University 
student working as a summer intern at 
Raytheon in Andover, relies on the 
commuter rail more regularly. 

He’s originally from East Africa and 
says the commuter rail is relatively 
new to him. 

“It’s a nice service, but the timings 
are very bad sometimes,” says Mr. 
Divecha. “I think it’s very hard for the 
station not to get any buses connecting 
you” to other areas. 

Mr. Divecha’s ride pulls up. 

“Here’s my taxi,” he says. 

And with that he’s gone. The taxi 
eases away from the Andover station, 
gathering speed, whisking him off to 
his Andover workplace.

town, less attention has been focused 
on the industrial areas. Nearly all the 
research-and-development and office 
space that was vacant a few years ago 
in West Andover is now filled, and 
companies looking to expand or consol- 
idate into larger sites are being forced 
to build new structures. 

That is the case with Mr. Spagat’s 
proposed building at 50 Minuteman 
Drive, at the corner of River Road. 

Mr. Spagat, who also owns the 
Brickstone Properties office park at 
York and Haverhill streets, bought the 
former Digital Equipment Corp. build- 
ing at 100 Minuteman Drive with plans 
to lease it to PictureTel Inc., a comput- 
er imaging firm with offices at Brick- 


stone Square and in Peabody. Picture- 
Tel had planned to house up to 1,000 
employees in the building. But since 
those plans were made public last fall, 
the firm’s business has continued to 
grow. The new building Mr. Spagat 
proposed would also be leased to the 
company. 

Neighbors of the site, at the Plan- 
ning Board’s public hearing for the 
new building’s special permit applica- 
tion Tuesday, June 25, alleged there 
was some type of conspiracy involving 
the two PictureTel projects. They said 
the developer and planners knew this 
building would be needed for Picture- 
Tel before planners approved a special 
permit last fall to renovate the existing 
building. 


Stephen Colyer, town planning 
director, last week denied that was 
true, but said it wouldn’t have made 
any difference if it were. The plan Mr. 
Spagat has proposed conforms to zon- 
ing bylaws, and who the tenant is does 
not affect how the bylaws are enforced, 
Mr. Colyer said. 

“Tt doesn’t matter if the building is 
for PictureTel or for someone else, the 
zoning requirements are the same,” 
Mr. Colyer said. 

Howard Coombs, of Brundrett 
Avenue, said last Friday, June 28, he 
and other neighbors in the Chandler 
Road/Brundrett Avenue/River Road 
triangle are upset that they have not 
been consulted regarding the plans for 
the site. 


“We are very upset about the project 
and we don’t want to see it go 
through,” Mr. Coombs said. 

The neighbors’ biggest concern is 
the increase in traffic. But they are also 
concerned with the aesthetics of the 
area, since the new building will be 
just 300 feet off River Road, and park- 
ing will be just 50 feet from the road. 
Although the developer proposes to 
build earth berms to partially block the 
building from view, Mr. Coombs said 
that is not enough for himself and the 
other neighbors. 

“The major concern on River Road 
is this building will be seen,” Mr. 
Coombs said. “It’s going to be, ‘Here’s 
the industrial park creeping in on us.’ ”

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Traffic is the other concern. There 
have been 65 accidents in the triangle 
in the last four years, where more than 
25 children now live, according to Mr. 
Coombs. 


“Ultimately, people don’t want to see 
the building go up,” Mr. Coombs said. 

Planners on June 25 continued the 
public hearing to next Tuesday night, 
July 9, at 7:30 p.m. in the third floor 
conference room at town offices. 


Mr. Spagat was scheduled to meet 
with the residents at the former DEC 
building this past Monday night to 
allow them an opportunity to voice 
their concerns on the _ project. 
About 50 residents attended the meet- 
ing Monday, but afterward many still 
felt the community should oppose the 
plan until there are concessions made 
regarding traffic, said Jim Landy, of 
Brundrett Avenue. 


Residents want employees of the two 
PictureTel buildings to use 1776 Drive, 
rather than Minuteman Drive, as their 
main entrance. 

“If they use Minuteman they’re 
within 50 feet of the neighborhood,” 
said Mr. Landy. 


“It may be misleading but driving 
through you can think (the neighbor- 
hood’s) almost rural,” he said. “This 
appears to be the first in-your-face use. 
This is the same neighborhood that 
fought real hard against a convenience 
store.” 

Disappointed with the amount of 
information given to neighborhood res- 
idents during the process, Mr. Landy 
said there’s been a “night and day con- 
trast” between Mr. Spagat’s interaction 
and that of Putnam Investments, 
another business that entered the area. 

Monday’s meeting “was an opportu- 


nity for the proponents of this plan to 
learn for the first time that there is a 
community out here that has an inter- 
est in this plan - and an interest in this 
neighborhood,” said Mr. Landy. “My 
hope is, above other things, that Pic- 
tureTel will attend the (July 9) plan- 
ning meeting.” 


Mr. Landy said the residents want 
information about how the building 
will be used. 


Other projects 
Other projects planned or in the 
works in the I-93 corridor include: 


* Putnam Investments, a mutual 
funds investments company, is work- 
ing to purchase the 340,000-square-foot 
former GCA building on Shattuck 
Road, renovate it and move in roughly 
1,900 employees. The proposal calls for 
doubling the size of the parking lot, 
from 900 to nearly 1,800 spaces. It will 
also require widening the ramps to 
Interstate 93 from River Road. Select- 
men, at their last meeting, June 17, vot- 
ed to approve applying for state fund- 
ing for that project. 


* 105 acres off 1776 Drive, behind 
Grill 93 —- Mr. Spagat has an option on 
this vacant land abutting I-93, between 
Hewlett-Packard and the highway. 
Although no specific plans have been 
proposed for the property, it has the 
capacity to handle 800,000 to 1 million 
square feet of commercial and industri- 
al space. 

¢ Eisai Merrimack Valley Labora- 
tories, Federal Street — The steel is up 
and a new 95,000-square-foot pharma- 
ceutical-manufacturing building is 
under way. This building will only 
house 40 to 50 employees, but Eisai has 
the capacity for an additional 158,000- 
square-foot structure on the lot.

* Woodland Park, Lot 3, Federal 
Street — A 118,000 square-foot office 
building is being built on spec. 

¢ Woodland Park, Lot 6, Federal 
Street — This 60-acre lot at the end of 
Federal Street has the capacity for a 
250,000-square-foot building, but there 
has been some discussion of dividing it 
into four smaller commercial and 
industrial lots. No plans have yet been 
submitted. 


« New England Business Center, 
Old River Road — Two lots, containing 
17 acres and nine acres each, are being 
marketed in this industrial subdivi- 
sion. They each have the capacity to 
handle roughly 180,000 square feet of 
commercial and industrial space, 


* Genetics Institute, Burtt Road - 
Genetics is continuing with its 20-year 
plan to build a 1 million-plus square 
foot biopharmaceutical research and 
manufacturing campus in Lowell Junc- 
tion. Genetics is currently working on 
plans for another 111,000-square-foot 
building, for laboratory and office use, 
and will be in front of the Planning 
Board seeking a special permit for that 
proposal next Tuesday, July 9. 


¢ Smith+Nephew Endoscopy Inc., 
Dascomb Road ~ Plans are under way 
to make traffic improvements on Das- 
comb Road to handle expansion at 
Smith+Nephew, 160 Dascomb Road. 
Smith+Nephew is undergoing a small 
expansion now, and has plans in the 
works for a larger expansion. 


* Vicor, Frontage Road — Vicor has 
a leased building on Frontage Road and 
a new building it built on Federal 
Street. But it also owns two lots on 
Frontage Road, adjacent to its leased 
building abutting I-93, and may be get- 
ting ready to submit plans for construc- 
tion of a building on those two lots. 


Academy Manor sold; to become part of ADS group

Academy Manor Nursing Home, 
located on Morton Street, has been 
packaged as part of a $100 million 
elder-care business sale. 

The independently-owned Academy 
Manor has been sold to The Multicare 
Companies, along with eight other 
Massachusetts nursing homes and 
three portions of joint ventures owned 
by Alan Solomont’s ADS group, said 
Susan Bailis, ADS president. 

After the sale is finalized in 60 to 90 
days, David Solomont - Alan 
Solomont’s cousin, the senior adminis- 
trator and part owner of Academy 
Manor — will step down from his posi- 
tion there. Academy Manor will then 
become part of ADS. 

Ms. Bailis said the deal allows ADS 
to continue running its current opera- 
tions. The management teams at 
Academy Manor and the other nursing 
homes will remain, she said. 

“It’s definitely a good move. There’s 
no question about it. Academy’s been 
independently operated for years,” said 
David Solomont. 


In recent years large insurance com- 
panies and contracts have made it 
more difficult for singular homes to 
compete with care-providing groups, 
he said. Still, after providing for more 
than 1,000 elders during his time, Mr. 
Solomont said Academy Manor will be 
“a very hard thing to leave.” 

David Solomont joined Academy 
Manor more than two decades ago, 
after working for a petroleum compa- 
ny. “That’s quite a chunk of my life, a 
very pleasurable part,” he said. 

“My family’s been in it for years. 
Twenty-one years ago I was going 
through a career change and | tried 
long-term care,” he said of his 1975 
start. “I took to it right away. It’s sort 
of like getting into a swimming pool - 
once you get in, you love it.” 

Mr. Solomont said one of his most 
important accomplishments was 
enlarging the business in 1986. Acade- 
my Manor doubled in size, and went 
from serving 85 elders to serving 174 
individuals. 

Now, David Solomont said he’s 


- unsure what his next move will be. 
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“T’ll have to do something,” said Mr. 
Solomont. “This is a very sudden thing 
for me. I did not do my career counsel- 
ing well at all.” 

By contrast, Ms. Bailis said the deal 
itself has been “in the works for quite 
some time.” 

“Basically the founder of the compa- 
ny and the CEO (Alan Solomont) and I, 
as president, have been trying to figure 
out for some time — over a year — what 
would be best for the company,” said 
Ms. Bailis. 

She said the deal with Multicare 
allows ADS to have the capital it needs 
to grow and lets ADS: 

¢ Preserve its staff and management; 

« Keep the company organized and 
functioning as it has been; and 

¢ Run its New England operations. 

Ms. Bailis claims the acquiring of 
Academy Manor also gives ADS an 
advantage in this area because “No 
provider will have the breadth and 
extent of services that ADS will have.” 

As part of the deal, Multicare will 
assume $27 million worth of ADS debt, 
said Ms. Bailis.

tion to other charges in North

Expand the scope 
of the Bottle Bill 


Editor, Townsman: 

I am writing to bring to the attention 
of the citizens of Andover, an issue 
which is currently pending in the Mas- 
sachusetts Legislature: the Expanded 
Bottle Bill. For too long the Legislature 
has delayed action on this bill which 
would expand the current Bottle Bill in 
Massachusetts to cover juice and iced 
tea containers, as well as bottled water, 
wine coolers, mixed spirit drinks, 
wine, alcohol. 

In 1982, with strong citizen support, 
we passed the Bottle Bill here in Mas- 
sachusetts, and it has been a tremen- 
dous success. Massachusetts citizens 
currently return and recycle 80 percent 
of the beer and soda cans covered by 
the Bottle Bill (nearly 1.7 billion bottles 
and cans) every year, thus removing 
them from the waste stream, and 
reducing litter. When you consider the 
fact that 20 percent of our waste ends 
up in landfills, and 50 percent of our 
waste is burned, thus returning it to 
the air we breathe and the water we 
drink, expanding the Bottle Bill to cov- 
er juice containers, wine coolers, 
mixed spirit drinks, wine, alcohol, iced 
tea and bottled water, is a necessary 
step not only to reduce waste and 
improve recycling in our state, but also 
to improve public health. This is of par- 
ticular concern to us here in Andover, 
since we know that all of our waste that 
is not recycled is burned in North 
Andover, and we breathe the air which 
contains the particulate matter that is 
discharged from that incinerator. 

Statewide polling in March 1996 
showed that 84 percent of Mas- 
sachusetts residents support the 
Expanded Bottle Bill. Out of over 450 
residents polled in Dracut and Tewks- 
bury over the last few weeks, 330 citi- 
zens (72 percent) of those polled sup- 
ported expanding the Bottle Bill. What 
these facts say to me is that a large 
majority of the citizens of Mas- 
sachusetts believe that recycling is 
important for the future health and 
welfare of the state, and that the future 
is now. 

In 1983, the support of concerned cit- 
izens convinced the Legislature to pass 
the Bottle Bill over the arguments of 
the special interest beverage industry. 
In 1996, citizen support can again con- 
vince the Legislature to act in the best 
interest of the people of Massachusetts 
and pass the Expanded Bottle Bill. 

Right now, the Expanded Bottle Bill 
(S.398) is in Senator John O’Brien’s 
Energy Committee in the Senate. In the 
House, this bill is called H.1818. If you 
believe as I do that the Expanded Bottle 
Bill is the next logical step for recycling 
in Massachusetts, then write or call 
John O’Brien and Gary Coon and urge 
them to work for passage of this bill. 
It’s time for us to speak up and let them 
know how we feel.

| Editor, Townsman: 

I was interested in your (column) on 
the subject of people who are too old to 
drive safely (Editor Perry Colmore’s 
| column about her step-grandmother, 

“Yes, she’s too old to drive a car,” June 
27 issue, page 34). 

Readers may be interested to know 
that the Legislature has tried to 
address this issue, specifically by creat- 
ing a mechanism by which the Depart- 
ment of Motor Vehicles could be noti- 
fied that a particular driver should be 
given a road test prior to renewal of 
their driving license. Bills were pro- 
posed to hold harmless physicians who 
reported a patient to the department 
when the physician believed that the 
patient (a person of any age) should 
have such a road test. The physician 
did not make a determination that the 
patient was unfit to drive: it would be 
up to the testing officer to determine 
| whether the person involved was driv- 
| ing in a safe and competent manner. To 
my chagrin, the Massachusetts Medi- 
| cal Society opposed this legislation on 
the grounds that such action by a 
physician would constitute a violation 
of the doctor-patient relationship. 

All doctors know that such a rela- 
tionship is not sacrosanct: doctors are 
required by law to report patients who 
have infectious diseases which might 
represent a risk to the community 
(such as tuberculosis or gonorrhea) or 
which might represent evidence of a 
community-risk from a common 
source (such as Giardia, an intestinal 
infestation) and must even report con- 
ditions which might represent work- 
related injury (such Carpel Tunnel 
Syndrome, an inflammation of the 
wrist seen in people who type a lot or 
use computer keyboards without -prop- 
er wrist support). The Commonwealth 
has legislated that patients who devel- 


op a seizure disorder may not drive for 


12 months after their first seizure, and | 
cannot resume driving unless they are | 
free of seizures for 12 months on medi’ 
cation (since the medication prescribed | 
may not be at an adequate dosage or 
may not be an effective medication for 
that particular patient). The right to | 
drive is conditional. | 

As you point out, a driver who no 
longer has the wisdom to drive safely is 
a danger to themselves and a danger to 
others (this is a major problem in Flori- | 
da, where there are large numbers of | 
elderly drivers and where the accident 
rate is increased in that age group). I 
would urge you and Townsman read- 
ers to communicate their concerns to 
Sen.

Right to life is 
a Constitutional right

“America: Defend Life!” 
During his visit to America in 1998, 


Pope John-Paul II delivered this mes- 
sage to our country in the presence of 
the President and the Vice President. 
We call on the citizens of Andover to 
hear his plea. ss 

America has become a nation of peo- 
ple who have forgotten how to make pri- 
orities. We are a nation in conflict with 
itself. The conflict is between wrong and 
right. The conflict is between the “right 
to choose” and the right to life of an 
unborn child. 

We hope you would agree that the 
primary purpose and responsibility of 
our government is the protection of life 
and liberty. However, when there is a 
conflict between life and personal liber- 
ty, the right to life must prevail, because 
life is the most fundamental and impor- 
tant right. . 

Please do not be confused by the 
rhetoric that a woman’s “right to 
choose” is more important than the 
right to life. As the Chief Justice of the 
Supreme Court has pointed out, this 
“right to choose” is not found anywhere 
in the Constitution, either implicitly

itly stated. We would add that the 
right to life is explicitly protected 
by the Constitution. 

We hold that life is the most 
fundamental right guaranteed to 
all, even to the unborn child, and 
that this right must be protected 
at all costs. Consequently, the 
right to life must supersede the 
presumed “right to choose.” We 

“ do not see a choice, unless it is a 
choice between the mother’s life 
and the life of her unborn baby. 
And it is only in this situation 
that such a life-or-death choice 


has to be made by the mother. 
Otherwise, the only correct 
choice is the protection of unborn 
life. 

We hold life sacred because life 
originates from God. What is the 
point of protecting life, if not for 
this reason? As instruments of 
God’s will, we humans should 
promote and protect the right to 
life. Our government, founded as 
“one nation under God,” should 
do the same.

ost active children don’t slow 
down when it gets warm out- 
side. As a result, they will 


sweat a lot to cool their bodies. Unfor- 
tunately, if the lost fluids are not 
replaced, children will become dehy- 
drated and could suffer heat illness. 

According to Dr. Oded Bar-Or, Pro- 
fessor of Pediatrics, McMaster Univer- 
sity, researcher and expert on exercise 
and nutrition in children, “Dehydra- 
tion can seriously impair children 
more quickly and more dramatically 
than it can adults.” 

Symptoms of dehydration in chil- 
dren include: dry lips and tongue; 
sunken eyes; dark-colored urine; infre- 
quent urination; dizziness and loss of 
energy. 

In addition to physical appearance, 
one way for parents to judge whether 
fluid intake is adequate is to check the 
color of their child’s urine. Clear or 
light-colored urine indicates they are 
well-hydrated, while a dark-colored 
urine may mean they are dehydrated. 
Older children can be taught to deter- 
mine this themselves. 

Active children should be offered 
beverages that taste good, stimulate 
their thirst and quickly replace fluid 
and electrolytes (sodium, potassium) 
lost during sports and activity.

Although water is good to drink, most 
children find it less appealing than oth- 
er beverages and won’t drink enough 
water to replace all lost fluids. 

A properly formulated sports drink, 
not only supplies energy, but encour- 
ages youngsters to drink by “turning 
on” their thirst. Beverages that are 
higher in sugar, such as fruit juices 
and regular soft drinks, can slow 
absorption and increase the chance of 
stomach cramps or nausea. 

It is also important. to encourage 
children to drink fluids before, during 
and after physical activity. Offer chil- 
dren a drink before they leave the 
house. Have them take a squeeze bottle 
to their activities. The following are 
some recommended guidelines for fluid 
replacement for children: 

» Drink every 15 to 20 minutes dur- 
ing physical activity. 

* For children under age 10 years, 
drink until thirst is satisfied, then 
drink two to four ounces more. 

- For kids over age 10, drink until 
thirst is satisfied and then drink four to 
eight ounces more. 

- Children involved in organized 
sports programs should be weighed 
before and after they exercise. For 
every pound of weight lost, make sure 
they drink 16 oz. of fluid.

¢ Fill your pool to the proper level, 
begin circulation and add the appro- 
priate chemical products to balance 
your water.

Every pool should have a ring buoy 
with an attached line and/or a long- 
handled hook. Also, check the gates 
and fences around your pool to ensure 
they’re in good working order.

hildren seem to have a natural 

love for water. Initial trepida- 

tion can turn to squeals of 
delight after the first dip in a heated 
swimming pool or sun-warmed beach. 
Parents are often more apprehensive 
than the child — at least apprehensive 
about their safety. But by taking some 
precautions, following a few sugges- 
tions and keeping an encouraging 
smile on your face, kids can develop a 
healthy inclination toward and enjoy 
water activities for a lifetime. 

The first and foremost precaution 
you can take is to make sure the child 
is wearing a proper-fitting personal 
flotation device (PFD). “Today’s PFDs 
are designed with better materials and 
more comfort,” said Garry Spurlock, 
Director of Marketing at Stearns. “Spe- 
cial attention is paid to the infant and 
child-sized PFDs because, at that age, 
the distribution of body weight makes 
it difficult for the child to float in a 
face-up position. Some children float 
best in one style of vest, while others 
will float best in another. If one does 
not work well, parents should try 
another style.” 

Within a few unattended seconds, a 
child can fall into a pool or off a dock 
and land with their face turned into

the water. For this reason, it is recom- 
mended that infants and small chil- 
dren wear a Type 11 vest because it is 
designed to turn most wearers face up, 
and keep their chin above the water. 

It is most important that the vest fit 
well. Sizes are determined by the aver- 
age weights of children. The vest 
should have plenty of movement so as 
not to cause anxiety. A Type 11 vest 
will have a flat collar that helps sup- 
port the child’s head upright and is 
unconfining, Mr. Spurlock said. It 
should also have a grab strap on the 
collar, allowing a parent to hold on to 
the child, and adjustable leg straps and 
waist belt to keep the vest firmly in 
place. To assure correct fit, lift the 
child up by the shoulders of the PFD to 
make sure it will not slip over the chin 
or ears. Type III vests for older chil- 
dren will generally have a zipper 
closure or adjustable belts. 

The PFD should also be tested in 
water for adequate buoyancy and com- 
fort. Relax in the water with your head 
tilted back. If the PFD keeps your chin 
above water, allows you to breathe eas- 
ily and floats you in a vertical or back 
of vertical position, it is working cor- 
rectly.

important to get kids to wear a PFD. 
We've added some colorful, characters 
to our print designs for small chil- 
dren,” Mr. Spurlock said, “and trendy 
multi-colored shells for older, more 
style-conscious kids.” 

Aside from a good PFD, parents can 
take other safety measures. Make sure 
children stay away from weedy areas 
in lakes that can entangle their legs 
and pull them down. Keep handy a 
Coast Guard approved throwable flota- 
tion device that they can grab onto in 
an emergency. All parents should have 
a back-up emergency plan, and know 
infant CPR. 

Finally, give kids plenty of positive 
reinforcement. Let them build up their 
confidence slowly by assuring them 
you won’t let them go until they’re 
ready to swim on their own. Make sure 
the water temperature is comfortable 
whether in a pool or a lake. Introduce 
them to going underwater only after 
several weeks of water time and give 
them lots of praise for accomplish- 
ments. 

Creating a fun, safe environment 
will help kids retain a positive 
approach to water activities.

The invention of the first fireworks 
is traditionally credited to the Chinese, 
who discovered gunpowder more than 
a thousand years ago. The powder — 
still used today — was rolled in paper 
tubes or bamboo cases and ignited. The 
Chinese were convinced the noise from 
the explosion would scare away evil 
spirits. 

Fireworks made their way to 
Europe in the 13th century, and over 
the next several hundred years their 
popularity grew and grew. The dis- 
plays became more and more extrava- 
gant as the years passed, but the 
technology remained basically the 
same. To this day, the same principles 
apply. 

The earliest settlers brought their 
love of fireworks to this country. The 
fascination with the noise and color of 
fireworks did not weaken with the pas- 
sage of time. By the time of the Ameri- 
can Revolution, fireworks had long 
played a part in celebrating important 
events. It was natural, then, that John 
Adams should think of fireworks when 
independence was declared. He wrote 
in a letter to his wife that this most 
memorable day ought to be celebrated 
with “illuminations” from this time 
forward forevermore.

game with drills 


Practice makes perfect and drilling 
like the pros can make practice even 
more effective. 

PGA pro Lee Janzen, offers these 
practice tips: 

* Driving 

Improve swing speed, using your 
driver, by standing flat-footed at 
address and making 20 full 
“wings non-stop, without allow- 
ing either heel to leave the 
ground. Swings must be made 
continuously with no pause in 
between. 
¢ Pitching 

Practice pitching, to different 
targets. Set targets at different 
distances and pitch to them alter- 
natively. 

Practice from poor lies too — like 
rough terrain since your ball 
doesn’t always end up in a good lie. 
Playing different shots with the same 
club teaches you to use your imagina- 
“ion and improvise. 

* Chipping 

Visualize the spot where you want 
the ball to land, then envision the ball 
rolling the rest of the way. 

The basic chip shot is mainly an 
arm swing with very little wrist 
action. Practice by swinging the club 


with the left hand only. Remember to 
let the right knee move toward the tar- 
get on the forward swing. 

« Sand Shots 

To practice sand shots, place a 
board in the practice bunker and cov- 
er it with a few inches of sand. Set the 
ball behind it and just hit behind 
it with an open face. The bounce 
on the club will propel it through 
the sand. 
¢ Putting 
: Practice with the left arm 

- only. Take the putter back with 
. the left hand and guide it 

through the ball with the left 
hand. 

Use simple thoughts for tem- 
po, like counting “one, two,” one 
on the backswing and two on the for- 
ward swing. 

Curtail your takeway with a back- 
stop. The shorter the stroke, the less 
chance the putterhead can open or 
close, causing misdirection of the ball.

* Use size 10 or 12 hooks. 

- Half-inch to one-inch diameter 
bobbers fit the bill. Rig the bobber 
about 18 inches above the hook. 
Adjusting the depth of the worm is 
easy. Experiment, and stick with 
what works best. 

- Use pieces of worm, not whole

piece onto the 
hook so that the 
entire hook is cov- 
ered. Place your offer- 
ing within about 10 feet of 
the shoreline. That means 
casting on each side of your 
position. Give spots one or 
, two casts and keep moving 
until the action picks up. 
* Cast carefully. Be quiet. 
Panfish might be plentiful 
and relatively easy to catch, 
but they can be wary . 
- When you want to fish on 
private property, always ask 
permission, and apply courte- 
ous outdoor behavior. 
King cautions against giving 
your old tackle to youngsters to 
use because worn-out tackle 
won’t make it easy for begin- 
ners. 
Instead King suggests the 
Bronco or Colt outfits as a good 
starter outfit. They’re low- 
priced and come ready to use, 
+ already spooled with fishing 
line. Kids find these combos 
easy to use. 


3. Keep it simple. 

When you look in the viewfinder, 
really look! Especially around the 
edges. If you see anything distract- 
ing, make it disappear. Do we have to 
see that trash can next to Junior? 
Often, all you have to do is move a 
step or two.

amily vacations are a time for 

parents and kids to enjoy the 

freedom and fun of long days 

away from household chores 
and schoolwork. But experts advise 
that summer trips away from home 
should include a few easy-to-remem- 
ber rules for safety, to ensure that 
adults and children make the most of 
their summer fun. 

According to Ray Schultz, president 
and chief executive officer of Hamp- 
ton Inn, parents and kids need only 
remember three simple rules for safe 
traveling this summer: 

Be wise when it comes to size. 


The size of things — including kids 
and their toys — plays a key role in 
summer safety. For example, when 
traveling by car, don’t take toys that 
have small parts that children can 
accidentally swallow. Always place 
children under 40 pounds and 40 inch- 
es in a car seat. And always obey 
height requirements for children on 
rides at theme parks. 

Don’t roam alone when you’re 
away from home. 

The old adage, “There’s safety in 
numbers,” rings especially true when 
in a distant location. Safety dictates 
that families enforce the buddy sys- 
tem, making sure that no member of

the family wanders off alone. Parents 
should write each child’s name on a 
slip of paper, along with their own 
name and local address, plus the 
phone number of a close friend or rel- 
ative back home who can serve as a 
go-between in case a child is separated 
from the adult; then tuck or pin the 
paper in the child’s pocket. Always 
accompany children into rest rooms. 
And always carry a current photo of 
your child with you. 


Check the lock before you hear the 
knock. 

Mr. Schultz points out that safety 
rules apply to hotels as well. When 
checking into a hotel, teach children 
how to operate the security locks. 
Establish a code word for children, so 
they don’t open the door to strangers 
when they can’t see through the peep 
hole. And immediately put toiletries 
out of the reach of children in the 
hotel bathroom. 

“Traveling with children to new or 
familiar destinations away from home 
can be one of the most rewarding 
experiences for families,” Mr. Schultz 
said. “And by following a few simple 
precautions, parents can make sure 
the experience is as safe as it is enter- 
taining.”
